THE DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Late Menstrual Period 
Common in Young Women

Q—I am 18 years old. What 


causes, other than pregnancy, 
would make me miss a pe- 
riod? 


A—It is not unusual for 


some menstrual periods in 
young women to be eight to 
10 days late. This would be a 
delayed rather than a missed 
period. On the other hand, if 
five or six consecutive periods 
are missed, you should see 
your doctor as this may indi- 
cate a disease of the pituitary, 
adrenal, ovary or thyroid. 
Many of these diseases can be 
corrected if proper treatment 
is started early in its course. 
Other less frequent causes in- 
clude obesity, anemia, dia- 
betes and tuberculosis. 


Q—I have unbearable pain 


with my menstruation. How 
common is this? Would an op- 
eration help? Arc menstrual 
cramps similar to those of 
childbirth? 


A—Some degree of discom- 


fort with menstrual periods 
(dysmcnorrhea) is very com- 
mon but it is caused by some 
anatomic abnormality, such as 
a lipped uterus, in only about 
2 per cent of cases. The re- 
sults of operation to fasten 
the uterus in a normal posi- 
tion have been so poor that 
they have been abandoned by 
most surgeons. Another oper- 
ation—cutting certain 
pain 


nerves—has usually given re- 
lief, however. For the other 
90 per cent, pain-r e 1 i e v i n g 
drugs, exercises and a hot 


wr.lcr bottle are usually offec- 
live. 


Although many drugs are 


lecommptuled, a s p i r i n has 
been shown til work as well as 
most of the nevvef drugs for 
this purpose. In some victims, 
for whom pain relievers are of 
no avail, the newer drugs that 
suppress the function of the 
ovaries are helpful. 


The best exercise is to stand 


with your arms raised side- 
wards to the shoulder level 
and twist your body to the ex- 
treme left and right. Keeping 
your knees straight, bend 
down and touch your right 
foot with your left hand and 
then reverse the procedure. 
Work up gradually to 10 or 
more of each type of exercise 
three times a day* 


In some girls, learning to 


look on menstruation as a nor- 
mal physiologic process In- 
stead of a curse, and reassur- 
ance that there is nothing 
physically wrong with the vic- 
tim, is all that is needed for 
relief. 


Menstrual cramps, like the 


pains of childbirth, are due to 
contractions of the uterus. 


Q—My daughter is almost 


15 and has not started to men- 
struate. 
What could 
cause 
this? 


A—Some girls do not men- 


struate until they are 17. In 
most cases this is a variation 
that is within the 
normal 


range. If your daughter does 
not start to menstruate by the 
time she is 17, she should be 
examined for glandular defi- 
ciency.

James H. Moyers, a widely 
liked but much more incon* 
spicuous man, was also a very 
hardworking Johnson aide. Me 
was 39 when he died. 


Bill Moyers, with chronic ul- 


cers and bright blue eyes, has 
been in a kind of Johnson alter 
ego. 
He labored endless hours. 


He got involved in all kinds of 
White House business, foreign 
and domestic. 


He could speak with great 


confidence about what the Pres- 
ident had on his mind which, In 
this case, took some confidence. 


He was always on hand and 


totally dedicated. And he was 
always so cool, so composed, 
that after watching him for 
months 
you'd 
ask 
yourself: 


"Does anything bother him? 
Does anything get under his 
skin?" 


But he has a wife and three 


children and almost from the 
time he became Johnson's press 
secretary in July 1965 — he had 
been with Johnson almost con- 
tinuously since 1959 — there 
were rumors this was just a 
stepping stone. 


No one ever seemed to know 


for sure where he wanted to go 
but only that he was ambitious. 
There were 
rumors, uncon- 


firmed, that he'd like to be an 
ambassador, that he'd like to go 
into politics. 


In .either direction Johnson — 


so long as he was in the White 
House — could have been a big 
help. But the months passed, 
Moyers stayed, so did the ul- 
cers, so did the fixed salary of 
$30,000, and there was the broth- 
er dead at 39, and, as it turned 
out, he was seriously thinking of 
doing better for himself, at least 
financially.

Democratic party with his lead- 
ership, or rather lack of it. 


They were thinking, of course, 


of the meager campaigning he 
did for his party in the last elec- 
tion, an extraordinary neglect 
for a man who is so totally polit- 
ical as Johnson. 


One shrewd political observer 


tried to explain that perform- 
ance to this writer: Johnson is 
unfamiliar with Northern poli- 
tics and politicians, was there- 
fore unsure of himself, and 
thought It better to stay out. 


This doesn't add up. His job in 


the campaigns wasn't the nuts 
and bolts task of putting politi- 
cal machines together. His job 
simply was to help candidates 
by appearing in their areas and 
speaking for them. 


But this he backed away from 


and his reason has never been 
explained by him. 


But his whole performance In 


recent months has almost had 
an air of mystery about it. He 
has wrapped himself in silence

while criticism of him increases 
and his popularity goes down. 


Just try to remember when 


you heard him make one full 
speech explaining to the Ameri« 
can people this country's posi- 
tion in Vietnam: the problems, 
the progress, the reasons for 
being there. Why the reluctance 
to do even this? 


Yet, his critics in this past 


year have talked so much, and 
at such length, now at year's 
end they seem worn out. Vet the 
war in Vietnam Is one of the 
main 
sources 
of 
complaint 


against Johnson. 


He may feel that he is mis- 


understood, that his ideas are 
being rejected or not listened to, 
but any failures of this kind 
may be more of his own doing 
than of any one else. 


He has a habit of jumbling, of 


tli rowing a whole raft of sub- 
jects into one speech so that the 
net effect is a blur, Instead of 
devoting one whole speech to 
one subject so that the point and 
effect he wishes to make are 
inescapable. 


But when all these things are 


added up, what do they come 
to? Johnson is extremely on the 
defensive, 
extremely bothered 


by criticism. He was riding high 
in his early days when he was 
getting his programs through 
Congress and had the usual pub- 
lic goodwill that goes to a new 


president. 


But when this goodwill subsid- 


ed and the going got rougher, 
particularly in fields he was not 
familiar with, as in foreign af- 
fairs, he seems to have become 
less and less vigorous, more and 
more withdrawn, increasingly 
sensitive, more reluctant to falk 
or fight back. This is strange, 
indeed.

tions of north Arkansas late 
Thursday, the first official day 
of winter, and the accumula- 
tion early today was eleven1 
inches at Harrison and four to 
six inches in the surrounding 
area.

were termed "extremely haz- 
ardous" by State Police. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau 


forecast the snow to continue 
through today in north Arkan- 
sas and rain changing to snow 
in the east and south portions.

Early accumulation reports,

Lowery and gasped: "Merry 
Christmas, commissioner," 


Lowery, stunned by the man's 


stamina 
and 
good 
cheer, 


snapped to attention and salut- 
ed, Then he shouted above the 
din: "Merry Christmas, 
fire- 


man!" 


The episode brought a new 


burst of cheers from hundreds 
of firemen on the street and the 
spectators toward the front of 
the crowd watching the fire that 
wrecked an unoccupied building 
on 6th Avenue near 45th Street, 


Cause of the fire was not de» 


termined immediately, 


The seven men were trapped 


about 10 p.m., and the last was 
brought to safety at 1:20 a,mf 
The rescue of the last man 


touched off one of the most dra» 
matic scenes in the fire depart- 
ment's Mstory.

U.S. Sending Wheat 
to Starving India to 
Offset Soviet Gift

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States, spurred partly by 
a related Soviet action, has 
agreed to send hungry India 900,- 
000 tons of wheat and sorghum 
for the winter. 


A U.S. official called the allo- 


cation "interim" and aid the

grain shipments. 


The Soviet Union announced 


Thursday 
prior to the U.S. 


agreement, that it would donate 
200,000 tons of wheat immedi- 
ately to drought-stricken areas 
of India. 


One official said the United

er countries, induing i< 
s.c So- 


viet Union, to join the.'hunger 
fight. He said the Soviet an- 
nouncement quickened the U.S. 
decision. 


The grain, coupled with other 


supplies assured from Canada 
and Australia, "should prevent 
any 
starvation" into March, 


said the official. It assures India 
of one million tons of imported 
grain in both January and Feb- 
ruary. 


India's own winter wheat crop 


comes to harvest in March and 
April. 


Prospects for future U.S. ship- 


ments 
brightened 
from 
the 


standpoint of grain availability 
when the Agriculture Depart- 
ment released figures Thursday 
indicating a record wheat crop 
for 
this country next year. 


Winter wheat plantings are up 
26 per cent from last year . 


The government has encour- 


aged more plantings after for- 
eign demands helped cut the 
U.S. wheat stockpile this year. 


The grain - half wheat, half

"We have some avenues that 


are open to us that we hope 
will result in his release," Mills 
said. 


Wortham was sentenced in a 


Leningrad court Wednesday aft- 
er pleading guilty to stealing a 
small statue of a bear and to 
illegally exchaning currency. 


Craddock M. Gilmour Sr., 


father of another defendant in 
the trial, and U. S. embassy 
consular officer Harlan C. Moen 
were allowed to see him in a 
Leningrad 
prison 
Thursday. 


They said he was taking the 
sentence pretty well and that 
he was in good health. 


The Soviet Foreign Ministry 


has taken under consideration 
a request by the embassy to 
free Wortham on bail pending 
his appeal. 


The embassy said Wortham's 


Soviet lawyer, Fyodor S. Rozh- 
destvensky, had taken the first 
steps toward an appeal. 


Until 
the 
Supreme Court 


reaches a decision on the ap- 
peal, Wortham will remain in 
prison in Leningrad unless bail 
is granted. There is no fixed 
time limit in which the court 
must rule. The court had re- 
fused Wortham bail before his 
case went to trial. 


Mills said he didn't want to 


say that Wortham's chances of 
release are good, "but we are 
pursuing every avenue, making 
every effort." 


He also declined 
to enter 


speculation that the severity of 
Wortham's sentence wold harm 
the chances of Congress pass- 
ing a bill that the Soviet Union 
wants that would expand East- 
West trade. 


"When we evaluate what we 


do, we take everything into con- 
sideration," Mills said. 


Four visiting 
congressmen 


had warned Soviet officials that

danger the chances of such a 
bill and pointed out that Mills, 
as chairman of the House Ways

Means Committee, would

War Flares 
on Eve of 
Yule Truce

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 


— The Vietnam war erupted 
today in land, sea and air action 
on the eve of the two-day Christ- 
mas truce. 


Communist 
shore batteries 


bombarded 
the 
damaged the 


U.S. destroyer O'Brien off the 
North Vietnamese coast, and in 
the northern part of South Viet- 
nam U.S. Marines reported 110 
Communists killed after a five- 
hour battle. 


U.S. B52 bombers made two 


more raids today, one of them 
in North Vietnam five miles 
above the Demilitarized Zone. 
U.S. fighter-bombers kept up 
their attacks on both North and 
South Vietnam. 


A U.S. spokesman reported 


the O'Brien came under heavy 
shelling from North Vietnamese 
coastal batteries this morning 
and took two hits on her port 
side as well as shrapnel dam- 
age. The spokesman said casu- 
alties on the destroyer were 
light. 


It was the first time in the 


war that a U.S. warship re- 
ceived direct hits from enemy 
shore batteries. 


The spokesman said the O'- 


Brien fired 130 rounds from her 
five- inch guns at the Commu- 
nist batteries while A4 Skyhawk 
jets from 
the carrier Kitty 


Hawk also attacked the gun po- 
sitions, he said. 


The 
coastal 
duel, 
lasting 


about 15 minutes, took place 25 
miles north-northeast of Dong 
Hoi. The U.S. spokesman said 
the O'Brien was four miles off- 
shore in international waters of 
the Gulf of Tonkin. 


He said the O'Brien left the 


scene under her own power, 
presumably headed for a base 
for repairs. 
•#v With the '48-hour Christmas 
"truce scheduled to start at '7 
a.m. Saturday Saigon time (6 
p.m. EST today) U.S. Marines 
were reported still exchanging 
fire this afternoon with a Com- 
munist force estimated at about 
500 men. 


Units of the 2Cth Marine Regi- 


ment reported killing 110 of the 
enemy in fighting since mid- 
night in the scrub country 16 
miles northwest of Hue. These 
enemy losses swelled to 175 the 
Communists reported killed by 
the Marines since they launched 
Operation Chinook Tuesday.

The giant B52s flew in from

shortly after the Jordanian gov- 
ernment radio in Amman an- 
nounced the resignation of the 
government of Premier Wasfl 
Tell. The department said the 
timing of the announcement of 
arms aid and the resignation of 
Toll's government was nothing 
more than a coincidence. 


Toll's 22-month-old govern- 


ment has been under fire both 
in Jordan and in other Arab 
countries since a Nov. 13 Israeli 
attack on the Jordanian village 
of El Samu. Its opponents de- 
manded strong retaliatory ac- 
tion against the Israelis. 


Shortly before the U.S. an- 


ouncement, 
Israeli 
Premier 


Levi Ksnkol said in Tel Aviv his 
country had "new, most impor- 
tant sources for weapons."the 
sources were not identified. 


Although Eshkol reiterated in 


principle Israel's desire to re- 
spect existing frontiers, he said 
his nation was reserving its 
right of freedom of action in the 
crisis. 


This was an apparent ref- 


erence to the recent decision of 
the Arab Defense Council to 
move non-Jordanian troops to 
Jordan's border with Israel. 


,The U.N. .Security Council 


censured Israel for the Nov. 13 
attack. Israel said it acted -In 
reprisal for border raids by 
Arab terrorists. 


Sources Indicated the U.S. aid 


to Jordan includes armored per- 
sonnel carriers to replace vehi- 
cles obtained after World War II 
from Britain.

Mansfield 
Sees War 
in Thailand

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen- 


ate 
Democratic leader 
Mike 


Mansfield see's in troubled Thai- 
land the seeds of another Viet- 
nam-style war, 


The early ingredients of the 


Vietnam war are there, he said. 
American troops are being sent 
to help cope with rebel forces, 
he added, and, as was once the 
case in Vietnam, they are cast 
as advisers, not combatants. 


"We could very well have in 


prospect 
another 
Vietnam," 


Mansfield said in an interview 
Thursday. "Our policy in Thai- 
land seems to be treading the 
same path. " 


And in Vietnam itself: "I look 


for a long, drawn-out struggle." 


Mansfield said U.S. efforts at 


peace have produced "no prog- 
ress toward a just settlement" 
and 
the danger 
of expanded 


conflict has increased in the 
past year. 


He saw a flicker of hope and a 


step in the right direction in the 
U.S. request that U.N. Secre- 
tary-General U Thant seek a 
Vietnam cease-fire. 


"In a sense, it is a controlled, 


limited war," said the pensive, 
pipe-smoking 
Senate 
leader. 


"But it's a war which could get 
out of hand through miscalcula- 
tion or accident. . . 


"The war has escalated grad- 


ually, 
the dangers have in- 


creased," Mansfield said in a 
yearend assessment of the si- 
tiation he analyzed 12 months 
ago as head of a Senate fact- 
finding team. 


In a report published last Jan. 


8, the Mansfield team warned 
that the war could engulf adja- 
cent Laos, move into Cambodia 
and erupt, too, in Thailand, 
f'i

Now, Mansfiejid said, the Uriit- 


ed States has SSj'OOO to 37,000 
men 
in "Thailand,'""a 
very 


decided increase over the situa- 
tion a year ago." He said Amer- 
icans are ferrying troops by air 
'to northeast Thailand to cope 
with insurgents there. 


Mansfield 
said the Johnson 


administration has dealt care- 
fully 
with 
Cambodia "and 


seems to be aware of the fact 
that Prince Norodom Sihanouk's 
policy is, if at all possible, to 
keep Cambodia for the Cambo- 
dians and apart from the strug- 
gle." 


In Laos, Mansfield said, a 


year has brought little change. 
The country is still divided, he 
said, despite the theoretical, 
three-way coalition government. 


Pondering steps to keep the 


Vietnam war in bounds, Mans- 
field said it might be 'possible to 
seal off the demilitarized zone 
between the South and the Com- 
munist North, and carry this 
line across Laos to Thailand, to 
choke- off Communist infiltra- 
tion. 


Mansfield acknowledged there 


was little hope that the holiday 
truces in Vietnam would be ex- 
tended through mid-February, 
as he has proposed.

like to try the Wilson snipe, It 
is necessary so that rails and 
woodcock are not mistaken tar- 
gets. 


A Wilson's snipe has V-shaped 


wings In flights, stem-like legs, 
long bill, vertically streaked 
head, back of brown on white, 
brown rump, and orangs tail. 
It flies in rapid zigzag fashion, 
and is commonly found In mar- 
shes, bogs, and along river banks. 


The woodcock, which is also 


an 
In-season bird from now 


through Dec. 30 is a very short- 
legged bird, very stocky, with a 
short neck and long with horl« 
zontal markings on the beak and 
neck. Brownish wings with a com- 
pact, rusty colored body mark 
this bird. Shooting is fast, since

beware," He warned.

A recruit wanted to go home

files a man. But what comes out 
of the mouth. .. from the heart... 
evil thoughts... adultery, false 
witness, slander. These are 
what defile a man." 


Over and over, He defied the 


prevailing codes, 
the social 


custom. 
"You 
have heard it 


said... but I tell you... " And 
He would rip into the external 
proprieties, 
stressing 
motive 


and purpose over form. 


Yet He insisted this was not- 


the destruction of law, but its 
fulfilling. 


People puzzled. 
"What 
is 


this? A new teaching? We never 
saw anything like this. ..Who 
can forgive sins but God alone?" 


Repeated 
warning 
was 


brought to Him by His disciples, 
but He disregarded it. Relatives, 


fearing for Him, tried to deter 
Him.

fowls, the barring of strangers 
from inner prayer chambers, His 
conscience 
flamed in protest. 


Inexorably, He moved across 


the wide court, overturning the 
coin conversion tables, 
block- 


ing the freight carts, driving out 
the money dealers and animal 
vendors, seizing the place by 
storm. 


"Is it not written, 'My house 


shall be called a house of prayer 
for all the nations''" He cried.

the wall of the office den of a 
comfortable Southern colonial 
home in Columbia hang two 
striking symbols of a remarka- 
ble American's career. 


One attests that on Aug. 13, 


1945, President Harry S. Tru- 
man directed that James Fran- 
cis Byrnes be awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for his 
work as director of war mobili- 
zation, a post in which Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
tabbed Byrnes as his "assistant 
president." 


Next to it is a simple bronze 


plaque inscribed: "To Mom and 
Pop Byrnes from your founda- 
tion children." It is engraved 
with the names of fatherless 
boys and girls whom Byrnes, 
never a rich man, has helped

25 Years Ago 
Woke Island 
Surrendered

GLYNDON, Mo. (AP) - Brig. 


Gen. James P. S. Devereux 
(USMC, ret,) leaned back to 
his 
chair at his Worthington 


Valley horse farm and remem* 
bered another December in an- 
other part of the world. 


It was 25 years ago today that 


Devereux, then a major, surren- 
dered his forces to the Japanese 
on Wake Island in the Pacific - 
just 16 days after Pearl Harbor. 


The years have not dimmed 


the memory to the slight, now 
balding man who spent nearly 
four years in Japanese prison 
camps* 


Recalling Dec. 7, 1941, Dev- 


ereux discussed how he heard of 
the attack on Pearl Harbor, 2,- 
000 miles to the east. 


"We had a small Army com- 


munications group down there 
(at Wake) and we got a mes- 
sage in the clear (not coded) 
from Hickam Field saying they 
were under attack. As soon as I 
heard about Pearl, I ordered 
battle stations. We had about 
375 in the defense detachment, 
60 in the fighter squadron and 50 
Navy personnel. 


"A little before noon on the 


7th, 
the Japs began an air at-

'clobbered us. they Cam"* 
of a rain squall, We had 
dar and they really hit t 
field.
